Schome of Organization. 


On the 12th July, Hon. Dr Clark, 
Medical Officer of Health, was skid by 
the Government te draw up a ethomo of 
organization of a special plague staff. This 
waa done and the acheme was circulated on 
tho Istof this month, The scheme is far 
too long for reproduction in our columns 
but, the following items taken from it will 
tend to show ita natuve :—The perman- 
ent staff for plaguo duties is to consist of 2 
assistant medical officers of health, 2 Chi- 
nese astistants to the Bacteviologist for the 
exnminstion of,rats, 6 first-class inspectors, 
1 clerk for disinfecting station, b foremen 
interpreters, BChinese foremen 2tartisnus, 
40 disinfecting coolies, 3 foremon rat-cat- 
chers, 0 rat-entehers--114 tn all; and the 
additional staff required for not more than 
iwenty cases Uf pligue a week to bo—i 
tempormry inspector in charyo of burials, 
1 do. in charge of Observation Block, 1 


foreman interpretar, 1 Chinese forenian, 12 
enolios for removal of ambelances and deat 
carts, ald contractors’ carrying eoulies for 
conveyance of clothing, remaval af radbish, 
ete,, ascortificd by the, Assistant Medical 
Officors of Health. Similar big additions 
ty stufl for not mere than fifty casos a week 
and fornot moro than eighty cases a week 
are provided fir. 

Tho salaries paid to temporary plagued 
nla during 102 were as follows, viz 
Bacterisherical assistants S240b a month, 
temporary” inspeetom $125, ferwuen ine 
terpreters St), artisans Chinese Fore. 
twon S15, disinfoeting coolies $12 ; foreman 
rat-catehers 835, eentractors' cvolies 4Ocents 
a day. 

The duties of the Tague Staff are put 
down in detail, The Agsistant Medical 
Officers aro te investigate all uncertili- 
ed dvaths, tu’ all premises in 
which cases of pligue have vecurred 
and investigate the history of the cases, 
to visit premises in which plaguo intact- 
ed rats hive been found and report’ 
on the buildings, tu superintend tle 
work of tho Plague Inspectors, to authorize 
the employment of contractors’ coclies ay 
required, ta report to the Medied Oficer 
of Health all unatters of importance comin, 
under their notice. Plugne Inepectora are 
reruired ta exarnine huildingr for tat holes 
and rat rnus, to serve notices in rwapect of 
tho samg aud to jamscente iu default of 
compliance, with such notices, to disi 
fect and cleanse blocks of Unildings in 
which plague rats have been found and 
promise: sin whieh plague cases “have 
occurred, to keep a carefol daily record 
of the number of men employed un- 
der them (distinguishing men on the 
staff from contractors’ coulies), and a 
record of all steros issued to them, and the 
addresses of the howe where suck stores 
are oxpended. The clerk at the disinfecting 
station will have to attend to the telephones 
and keep the stores books and other Dis- 
infecting Station veeords. The duties of 
ather members of the staff are also yivon in 
full detail. 

Direetions for clensing insanitary houses 
and for the extermination of ratsaccompany 
the Sehome, : 

Dr Atkinson, Principal Medical Officer of 
Health, minured that, in. his opinion it was 
inost essential that a general cleansing of 
Chinese houses should talo place during 
winter ak was instituted last year, tu com 
tence in October or November at Latest. 
He had added to the dutios af tint class 
inspectors that ‘they shall “he rosponsible 
for the efficient disinfection of tho plague 
houses.’ It was not enough to say that they 
should direct. the cleansing. Ho thought 
the Observation lock, when ia use, shanld 
bo visited daily by thy M.O.H. Immediate 
steps should be taken to obtain the Assiat- 
ant 
snuitary inspectors, This staff, a sup. 
posed, wis only temporary and it was to 
be hoped that they would, in the course of 

pthe ext few years, samp ont the disease.
